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Ortho, lam willing to wait your own leiſure, and give You what fatisfattion 1 
can; and being you are pleaſed ro mention the Sacrament, I will relate to you a 
Story I met withal lately in a Book of Travails, writ by one who had been 2 Ro- 
miſh Prieſt; In Short, his words are theſe. —— One day as I was ſaying 
Maſs, after the Conſecration of the Bread, being with my Eyes ſhut at the Men- 
tal Prayer, (which the Church of Row2 calls her Aemento for the Dead ) there 
came from behind the Altar a Mouſe, which coming about, came to the very Bread 
or Wafer- God of the Papiſts, and raking it in his Mouth, ran away with it, not 
being perceived by any of the People who were at Maſs; for that the Altar was 
high, and the People below it; bur as ſoon as I opened my Eyes to go on With 
my Maſs, and perceived my God ſtoln away, I looked about the Altar, and fav 
the Mouſe running away with it; which on a ſudden did fo ſtupifie me, that 1 
knew not well what to do or ſay; I thought if 1 ſhould rake no notice of the 
miſchance , and any body elſe ſhould I might be queſtioned by the Inquiſition; 
but if 1 ſhould call to the People to look for the Sacrament, I might be bur chid- 
den and rebuked for my carelefnets, which I thought might be more eaſily born, 
than the rigor of the Inquiſition ; whereupon I turn'd my ſelf to the People, and 
call'd them to the Altar, and told them plainly, that whilſt I was in my Me- 
mento Prayers and Meditations, a Mouſe had carried away the Sacrament, and 
that I knew not what to do, unleſs they would help me to find it out again: the 
People called the Prieſt that was at hand, who preſently brought in more of 
his Coat; and as if their God by this time had been eaten up, they preſently 
prepare to find out the Thief, as if they would eat up the Mouſe, that had to 
allaulted and abuſed their God: They lighted Candles and Torches to find out the 
Malefactor, in his ſecret and hidden places of the Wall; and after much ſearch- 
ing and inquiry for the Sacrilegious Beaſt, they found art laſt, in a hole of the 
Wall, the Sacrament half eaten up, which with great joy they took out; and as 
if che Ark had been brought again from the Philiftines to the Iſraelites, to they 
rejoyced for their nzw-found God, whom with many Lights of Candles and 
Torches, with joyful and ſolemn Muſick, they carryed about the Church in Pro- 
ceiſion z my ſelf upon my Knees ſhaked and quivered, for what might befall me 
expecting my Doom and Judgment; and as the Sacrament pats'd by me, I ob- 
terved the marks and ſigns of the Teeth of the Mouſe, as they are to be teen in 
a piece of Checſe gnawn and eaten by it. This ſtruck me into 1fuch a rerror , 
that I called to my beſt Memory all Philoſfophy concerning Subſtance and Acct= 
dent ; and reſolved within my 1clf, that what 1 faw gnawn, was not an Accident, 


was fed and nouriſhed by what it had caten. Philoſophy well reachetn, Sebſt.an- 
tia cibs ( non accidentis) convertitur 11 ſwbſtamiam alitt; The Subſtance, ( not the 
Accident of the Food or Meat) is converted and turned into the Subitance of 


pear? But no Papilt will be willing to anſwer, that it ted upon the SULItance wo 


by a Mouſe, ] which mean and bale Creature God chote to convince me of my 
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farmer error, and made me now reſolve upon what many years before I had doubt. 
ed, that certainly the Point of Tranſubſtantiation, taught by the Church of Roms, 
is moſt Damnable and Erroncous ; For beſides what before I have obſerved, ir 
contradicts that Philoſophical Axiom, teacting that axo contradiftoria non poſſunt 
ſimul, & ſem:l, d: cod:m verificari, two contracictories cannot at once and at the 
ielf-tame rime time, be ſaidand verihed of the fame thing; bur here it was fo; for 
here ( in Romes Judgement and Opinion ) Chriſts body was gnawn and caten; and 
at the ſame rime the tame Body in another place, and upon another Altar, in the 
hands of another Prieſt, was not caten and gnawn; therefore here are two con- 
tradictorics verified of the ſame Body of Chriit, viz, it was eatenand gnawn, and 
it was not eaten and gnawn : Theſe Impretlions at that time were to great in 
me, that I rcialved within my ieclf, thar Bread really and truly was eaten 
upon the Altar, and by no means Chriits Glorious Body which is in Heaven 
[ the Heavens muſt contain him (as it 13 in the New Teſtament ) till his laſt 
coming, ] and cannot be on Earth, ſubject to the hunger and violence of a Crea- 
ture. 

The fame Author, upon the tindingin a Cave a Heathen Image, worſhipped by 
the ldolatrous [ndians for a God, relates this Story, 

In Mexico were many of the chict of that place outwardly very fair-tongued, 
liberal, and very free-handed to the Church, much devorec to the Saints, great 
Feaſters on their days, and yet in ſecret great Idotaters; bur it pleaſed God to 
make me his Inſtrument to diſcover and bring to light the ſecrccy of their hidden 
works of Darkneſs; which it ſeems the privacy of a thick Wood, and Mountain, 
had for many years hid from the Eyes of the Worid; ſome of theſe being in the 
company of bertcr Chriſtians, drinking hard of their Drink called [Chica] boaſt- 
ing of their God, ſaying, that he had Preached unto them better than I could 
Preach ; Nay, that he had plainly told them, that they ſhould not believe any 
thing that Preached of Chrilt, but follow the old way of their Forc-fathcrs, who 
Worthipped their God aright ; but now by the Example of the Spamards they were 
deluded, and brought to Worſhipa falſe God : The other Chrittians hearing this, 
began to wonder, and inquire of them where that God was, and with much ado. 
promiſing to tollow their wayes, and their Gods, got out of them the Place, and 
Mountain, where they might find him; though this in their Cups were agreed up- 
on, yer infobernef(s thinking better upon what they had promiſed, they lighted 
what before in drinking they heard; But this was not kept fo cloſe, bur thar ir 
came to the Ears of a Spaniard inthe Valley, who finding himſelf touched in Con- 
ſcience, came to Me x:co tome, and told me what he heard, that ſome Indians of 
that Town followed an Idol, and boaſted that he had Preached unto them againſt 
my Do.trine, and for the ways of the former Heathens. I thanked God that he 
was pleaſed to undermine the ſecret works of Satan, and defired the Spaniard to 
tell mc by whom he came to know of this; He told me the 1nd:ans Name from 
wiom he had it, and that rheſaid /nd:an was afraid to diſcorer the Indians, and 
to tell me of it; Iſent forthe /n41an, who confelled unto me before the Spaniars, 
that he had heard ſuch a thing, but knew that if he did-diſcover the Indians, they, 
with the power of the Devil, would do him much harm; I told him, if he were a 
true Chrittian, he ought to fight againſt the Devil, and not to fear him that could 

do 


do him no harm, if God were with him, and he cloſed by Faith with Chriſt ; and 
that the Diſcovery of that Idol might be a means for the converting of the Idola- 
ters, when they ſhall ſee the ſmall power of their god againſt the true God of the 
Chriſtians; Itrold him plainly, that if he did not tell me who the Indians were, and 
where the Idol was, that I would have him to Gzatal:ma, and there make him diCl 
cover what he knew : Here the Indian began to tremble, and told me the Faentes 
had boaſted of ſuch an Idol, whom they called their God, and gave ſome ſigns of 
a Fountain, anda Pine-tree at the mouth of a Cave in ſuch a Mountain; I asked 
him if he knew the place, or what kind of Idol it was; he told me that he often 
had been in that Mountain, where he had ſeen two or three Springs of Water, but 
never was inany Cave. Iasked himit he would go with me, and help me to tind 
it out ; Herefuſed ſtill, fearing the Idolaters, and wiſhed me not to go, for fear 
if they ſhould be there, rhey might kill me, rather than be diſcovered : I anſwe- 
red him, thatI would carry with me fuch a Guard, as ſhould be able rodefend a> 
gainſt them; and my Faith in the true living God would ſecure me from the falſe 
god ; Iam reſolved cherefore, with the Spanzard, to goto ſearch out the Cave the 
next day, and to carry with me three or four Spaniards, and my Blackmore Mi- 
guel Dalua; and that Indian, IT told him I could not ſutter him to go hometo his 
Houſe that day, for fear he ſhould diſcover in the Town my deſign and purpoſe, 
and ſo we might be prevented by the Idolaters, who certainly that night would 
take away thr !.'-', The Indian ſtill refuſed, tillI threatned to ſend for the Offi- 
cers of Juitice, ar, 'r5 ſecure his perſon; with this he yielded ; and that he might 
have no di:courfe with any body in the Town, nor with the Servants of my Houſe, 
| deſired the Spanicyro tak? him home to his Houſe, and to keep him there cloſe 
that day and night, promiling to be with him next morning ; that day Irid to Ps- 
ol for the Blackmore, Af:zxucl Dalva, and brought him to Afexico with me, not 
telling him what my intent was ; I went alſo to four neighboring Sp.an:ards, defi- 
ring them to be in readineſs the next morning, to go a little way with me for the 
Service of God, and to meet meat ſuch a Neighbors Houfe z and that if they would 
bring their Fowling-Pieces, we might chance to find ſome ſport where we went; 
and as for proviſion of Wine and Meat, I would provide ſufhciently : They promi- 
ſed to go with me, thinking that althoughlT told them it was for the Service of God, 
my purpoſe only was to hunt after ſome wild Deer in the Mountains ; I was glad 
they conſtrued my Action that way, and ſo went home, and provided that Night 
a good Gammon of Bacon, ſome Fowls roſted, cold, and others boyled, well 
Pepper'd and Salted, for the next days work ; Where | had appointed my {naz.:% 
to be kept, I met with the reſt of my Company, and trom thence we went toge- 
ther to the place of the Idolaters Worſhipping, which was fome tix Miles from Mex- 
ico, toward the Town of St. John Sacate Sacatepeguzs; When we Came into the 
Wood, we pretently met with a deep Barranca, or Bottom, wicre wasa Running 
itream, which encouraged us to make a diligent Search, but nothing could be 
found ; from thence we aſcended up out of the Barranca, and found ( after much 
time ſpent ) a Spring of Water, and look'd carefully about it, but could find no 
Cave: Thus in vain we ſearched till the Evening ; and fearing leit we might lo& 
our way, and our iclvcs, if the Night overtook us, my Friends began to ſpeak of 
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half part of the Wood ; andto go home, and come again, might make us to be no+ 
ted, and ſpoken of; We thought it our beſt courſe ro take up our lodging that 
Night in the Wond,. andin that Bottom which we firſt ſearched, where was good 
Water for to drink, Chocalatte, and warm lying under the Trees, and fo in tne 
Morning to makeour ſecond (carch. The company was very willing to yield un- 
toit, and the calm Night favored our good Intentions. We made a Fire for our 
Chocalatte, and fupped excceding well of our cold Meat, and ſpent moſt part of 
the Night in merry diſcourſe, having a watchfui Eye over our [ndian,. leſt he ſhould 
give us the ſlip, and committing him tothe charge of Af:zucl Dalva; in the Morn- 
ing we Prayed unto God, beſeeching him to guide us. that day in the work we went 
about, and to diicover unto us the Cave of Darkneſs and Iniquity, where lay hid 
the Inſtrument of Satan, that ſo by this diſcovery glory might be given unto our 
true God, and ſhame and puniſhment brought upon his Enemies. We entred 2- 
gain into the thick Wood up a fteepy Hill, and having ſearched all the South ſ;de 
of it, we went onto the North fide, where we found another deep deſcent, which 
we began to walk down, looking onevery fide, and not in vain; for almoit half a 
Mile from the top, we found ſome marks of a Way that had been uſed and rrod- 
den, which we followed till we came to another Spring of Water ; we ſearched 
narrowly about it, and found ſome picces of Earthen Diſhes and Pots, and one 
piece of a Chaffing-diſh, ſuch as the 1zdians uſe to burn Frankincenſe in, in the 
Church before their Saints; we verily imagined that theſe were pieces of ſome In- 
ſtruments wherewith the Idolaters performed their duty unto their Idol, and we 
were the more comforted, for that we new the Earthen Ware had been made in 
Mexico; the Pine-tree, which immediately-we diſcovered, contirm'd our hopes ; 
when we came unto.it, we made very little more ſearch, for near at hand was the 
Cave, which was dark within, but light at the Mouth ; where we found more Ear- 
then Ware with Aſhes in them, which aſſured us of ſome Frankinceſs that had been 
burnt; We knew not how far the Cave might reach within, nor what might be in 
it; and therefore with a Flint we ſtruck Fire, and lighted a couple of Candles, and 
went in; at the entring it was broad, and, went a lutle forward; but when we 
were in, we fyund it turn on the left hand towards the Mountain, and not far ; for 
within two Rods we found the Idol ſtanding upon a low Stool, covered with a Li- 
nen Cloth ; the Subſtance of it was. Wood, black, ſhining like Jer, as if it had been 
parched or ſmoaked ; the Form was of a Mans Head unto the ſhoulders, without 
cither Beard or Muſtachio's ; his look was grim, with a wrinkled Forc-head, and 
broad ſtartling Eyes; We feared not his frowning look, bur preſently ſeized upon 
him; and as we lifted him up, we found under him ſome ſingle Rials, which his 
Favorites had offered unto him, which made us ſearch the Cave more diligently ; 
and it was not amu*s, for upon the ground we found more ſingle Rials, ſome Plan- 
ranes, and other Fruits, Wax Candles half burn'd, Pots of Maize, one little one 
of Honey, little Diſhes wherein Frankincenſe had been burn'd ; whereby lI perceiy- 
ed the Idolaters and Chriſtians both agree in their Offerings ; and had I not been 
informed that they called this their Idol-god,. I could have blamed themno more 
than the reſt of the Towns, who Worſhip, kneel before, and offer ſuch Offerings 
to their Saints made of Wood, and ſome no handſomer than was this Idol, which I 
Expected might haye been ſome Beaſts ſhape; but being the ſhape and form of a 
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Man, they might have named him by the name of ſome Saint, and 'ſoſome way 
might have excuſed themſelves, which they could not do, nor would they do it; 
in that they perſiſted in this Error, that he was their god, and had ſpoken, and 
Preached unto them ; and being afterward asked by me, whether it were the Pi- 
Quure of any Saint, ſuch as were in Aexico, and other Churches? they anſwered, 
no; but that he was above all the Saints in the Country. We were very Joyful 
to ſee that we had not ſpent our time invain;z we cut down boughs of Trees, and 
filled the Cave with them, and ſtopt the Mouth of ir up, and came away, making 
the Indian that went with us carry the Idol on his back, wrapped up in Clothes 
that it might not be ſeen or perceived as he went ; I thought it fit to delay the 
time till Night, and then to enter into Mexico, that the Ind:ans might ſee nothing z 
ſo 1 ſaid at one of the Spaniaras Houles till it were late, and defired him to warn, 
from me all the Spaniards thereabouts to be at Mexico Church the next Sabbath 
( fearing leſt the Idolaters might be many, and riſe up againſt me ) that I had 
ſomewhat to ſay to them and their Blackmores, concerning their Sodalities; for 1 
would not have them know of the Idol, till they heard of it, and faw it in the 
Church, leſt it ſhould come to the Indians hearing, and ſo the Idolaters might ab- 
ſent themſelves: At nightI rook my Indian, and Miguel Dalva with me, and went 
home ; and ſhutting up the Idol in a Chelt till the next Sabbath, I diſmiſs'd the 
Indian, charging him to ſay nothing, for he knew if he did, what harm mighe 
come to him from the Idolaters; and I knew few words would now ſuffice, for thar 
he feared himſelf, if it ſhould be known that he had been with me; I kept Mognel 
Dalva with me, who was deſirous toſee the end of the buſineſs, and prepared my 
ſelf againſt the next Sabbath, to Preach upon v. .3 of the 20, Chap. of Exodu,Thoy 
ſhalt have none other Gods before Me; though it were a Text nothing belonging to 
the Goſpel of the day, from whence commonly, in the Church of Kome, the Texts, 
and Subjects, and Sermons are deducted ; butI judged that Text moſt ſeaſonable 
for the preſent occaſion. On the Sabbath-day.in the Morning, when the Pulpit 
was made ready, by him that had care of the Church and Alcars, I cauſed AMoguel 
Dalva to carry under his Cloak the Idol, and ro leave it in the Pulpit, on the ground 
that it might not be ſeen, till tuch time as Iſhould think fit in my Sermon to pro- 
duceit;z and to watch about the Church till the Congregation came in, that none 
might ſee it, or take it away, Never was there a greaterrefort from abroad ro 
that Church, than that day, of Spaniards and Black- Moors, who, by the warning 
Iſent unto them, expected tome great matter from me; and of the Town very 
few were abſent : The Fxentes, andall thereſt that were ſuſpected to be that Idols 
Favorites ( little thinking that their God was brought from his Cave, and now 
lay hid in the Pulpit to ſhame them) came alſo ro the Church. I commanded 
Miguel Datva to be himſelf near the Pulpit, and to warn thofe Spaniards that 
knew the buſineſs, and ſome more Black- Moors his friends, tobe al:o near the Pul- 
pit-ſtairs, 

Thus, Maſs being ended, I went up to Preach ; when I rehearſed the words of 
my Text, 1 perceived both Spaniards and Indians began to look one upon another, 
as not being uſed to Sermons our of the Old Teſtament: I went on, laying open 

_ this Command of God, for having no other gods before him, {ſo that the Do- 


Ctrine might ſeem to convince all that were there preſent, as well Saint- Wor- 
a TT 
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ſhippers, as indeed” that Idols Worſhippers, if the cauſe of my Preaching upon 
that Subict had not diverted their eyes from themſelves, to behold their own 
guiltincis of Idolatry, and to look only upon thoſe who Worſhipped a piece of 
Wood for a god, and not as they did for a Saint (which yet in my judgment 
are much alike.) After I had ſpoken what I thought ht, concerning that horri- 
ble Sin, and ſhewed that no creature could have the power of God ( who was 
the Creator of all things) neither could do good or harm without the true liy- 
ing Gods Commiſſion, ſpecially inanimate Creatures, as dtocks and Stones, who 
by the hand and Workmanſhip of man, might have eyes, and yet were dead 
Idols, and not ſee; might have ears, and not hear; might have mouths, and not 
ſpeak; might have hands, and not work, nor help and defend with them ſuch as 
Worſhipped them, and bowed down unto them. Thus having half finiſhed my 
Scrmon, I bowed my felf down in the Pulpit, and lifted up the black, grim, 
and ſtaring Devil, and placed that Dagon on one ſide of the Pulpit, with my 
eyes fixed upon ſome of the Fxentes, and others, who I perceived changed their 
colours, bluſh'd, and were fore troubled, looking one upoa another: I deſired 
the Congregation to behold what a god was Worthipped by ſome of them, and 
all to take notice of him, if any knew what part of the Earth was the Domini- 
on of this god, or from whence he came, I told them that ſome had boaſted that 
this piece of Wood had ſpoken, and Preached agaimlit whatT had taught of Chriſt, 
and that therefore he was Worſhipped by them for a god; and they had offered 
Money, Honey, and of the Fruits of the Earth unto him, and burnt Frankincenſe 
before him, in a ſecret and hidden Cave under the Earth, ſhewing thereby that 
they were aſhamed to own him publickly; and that he lurking in the darkneſs 
of the Earth, ſhewed certainly rhat he belonged to the Prince of Darkneſs : I 
challeng'd him there in publick to ſpeak for himſclf, or elle by his filence to 
ſhame and confound all his Worſhippers; I ſhewed them how being but Wood 
he had been made and faſhioned by the hancs of Man, and therefore was but 2 
dead Idol. I ſpent a great deal of time arguing with him, and defying Sathan, 
who had uſed him as his Inſtrument, daring the Devil hiunſelf to rake him from 
that place which I had confined him to, if he could; to ſhew what little Power 
he or Sathan had againſt my Faith in Chriſt ; after much arguing and reaſoning , 
according to the ſhallow Capacity of the 7nd:ans there preicnt, I told them that 
it their god had power to deliver him from that Execution which I had intend- 
ed againſt him (which was, there publicklv to. have him cut in pieces and 
Burar ) they ſhould not believe the Goſpel of Jetus Chrilt ; but if they ſaw no 
_ in him againſt me, the weakeſt Inſtrument of the true living God, then 1 
eſeeched them to be converted unto that true God, who Created all things, and 
to embrace Salvation by his Son, the only Mediator and Saviour Jeſis Chriſt, 
and to, renounce and abjure from that time all Heatheniſh Idolatry of their Forc- 
Fathers, aſſuring them for what was paſt I would intercede for thein, and ſecure 
them from what puniſhment might be inflicted upon them by the Preſident and 
Biſhop; and if they would come to me I would ſpend my beſt endeavors, for the 
' helping and furthering of them in the way of Chriſtianity. 

And thus concluding , without naming any perſon, I went down out of the 
Pulpit, and cauſed the Idol to be brought after me, and ſending for an Axe, and, 
tor 
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for two or three great Pans of Coals, I commanded him to' be hewen in very 
{mall pieces, and to be caſt into the Fire, and Burnt before all the People in the 
midſt of the Church : The Spaniards cryed out joyfully, YVi#or, YVifor ; and others © 
repeated, Gloria a Noſtro Dios, Glory to our God : The Idolaters held their peace, 
and ſpake not then a word, but afterwards they acted moſt ſpitcfully againſt me, 
and conſpired day and night to get me at ſome advantage and to kill me ; 1 
writ to the Preſident of Gratalema, informing of what I had done, and to the 
Biſhop (as an Inquiſitor, to whom ſuch caſes belong ) to be informed from him 
what courſe I ſhould take with the [ndians, who were but in part yet diſcovered 
unto me, and thote only by the relation of one Indian; from both I received 
great thanks, for my pains in ſearching the Mountain, and finding out the Idol, 
and for my zeal in burning of it, And as touching the [ndian Idolaters , their 
Counſel to me was, that I ſhould further inquire after the reſt, and diſco- 
yer as many as I could, and endeavor to convert them to the knowledge of the 
true God, by fair and ſiveet means, ſhewing pity untothem for their great blind- 
neſs, and promiling them upon their repentance pardon from the Inquiſition , 
which, confidering them to be but new Plants, ulſeth not ſuch rigor with then 
as it uſeth with the Spanards, if they ſhall fall into ſuch horrible Sins : This Ad- 
vice I followed, and ſent privately for the Faentes to my Chamber, and told them 
how merciful the Inquiſition was unto them, expecting their converſion and a- 
mendment; they ſeemed ſomewhat ſtubborn and angry for that I had burned 
that god, whom not only they, but many others in the Town, and alſo in the 
Town of St. John Sxcatepequzs, did Worſhip; I uſed reafons to perſwade them, no 
honor was due to it, as untoa God. Bur one of them boldly replyed, That they 
knew it was a piece of Wood, and of it ſclf conld not ſpeak; but ſeeing it had ſpoken (as 
thy were all witneſſes ) thus was a Miracle whereby they ouzht ta be guided, and they 
did werily belicuz that God was in that picce of Wood, which ſince the Speech mads 
by it was more than ordinary Wood, having God himſelf in it, and therefore d:ſerved 
more Off ering s and Adzration than thoſe Saints in the Church, who did never ſpeak 
wnto the People, | told them, that the Devil rather had formed that ſpeech (if 
any they had heard ) for to deceive their Souls, and lead them to Hell; which 
they might eaſily perceive, from the Doctrine which I was informed he had 
Preached againlt Chrilt, the only begotten Son of God, whom the Father loveth, 
and in whom he is well pleaſed, and againſt whom he certainly would nor fpeak 
in that Idol. Another anſivered boldly, Or Fore- Fathers niw:r knew what Chriſt 
was, wntil the Spaniard came into the Corntry ; but they knew there were gods, and 
ad Worſhip them, and did Sacrifice unto them; and, for ought they knew, this god of 
theirs belonged in old times to their Fore-Fathers, and theirs was the Old Religion, and 
Chriſtians were Hercticks and /nnovators. | 
And thus ( Sir) you fee thoſe ſame Arguments made ute of by tlicte Heathene, 
which the Champions of the Church of Rome rake up againit the Proteſtant Re- 
ſigion: For do they not call it an Innovation ? Do they not, with tht Heathens, 
plead Antiquity ? Do they not call us Innovators, as theſe Heathens Go the Spa- 
#iards; and with them again plead the Religion of their Forc-Yathers z and the 
Papiſts beſtow the ſame Epithetes upon King Henry the Eighth, King Edward 
the Sixth, Lath:r, Calvin, and other Reformers from the errors of tte Church 
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- of Rowe? - You ſee, Sir, again, how theſe'Idolaters in pleading for their Idol ; 
plead juſt as Papiſts do, for Worſhipping of Saints, which makes it impoſſible for 
a Papiſt to confute an Idolater: As Popery does alſo by this means prevent the 
Converſion of the ews , who, however in former Ages much given to Idolatry ,

He ſaid this Pſalm was compoſed after the Death. of King David , and therefore cau- 
cludes, that here the Prophct 5 made an Interceſſor to God: [ beg therefore your thoughts, 
as to this particular. 

Ortho, You ſhall be obeyed ; andI do conceive it no difficult matter to anſwer it-; 
and thus I begin : In the firſt place, I know nothing to the contrary, but that this 
Pſalm was compoſed by King David himfelf;. and rhough this might ſerve for an an- 
ſwer, yet, for thepreſent, we will ſuppoſe ſome body elie was the Author of it, af- 


ter the Death of King David. 
All along in the Old Teitament, we meet with many promiſes for future Times 


and Ages; the firſt promiſe was to Adam, immediately after his fatal Lapſe, 


where the Metfhah was firſt of all promiſed ; and fo from time to time, as the Church 
of God was in any affliction, it was ſupported by promiſes. It would be too long 
to inſert all thoſe promiſes here ; whoever has an inclination to be well acquainted 
with thoſe promiſes of God ro his Church, let lim be pleaſed ro read the Old Te- 
ſtament, for the promile of the Methah, and other benefits of inferior conſequence; 
and the New Teltament, for what concerns Chriſtianity. King David (whom, 
1m this Pſalm , Romes Stickler would make an lIntercellor between God and Man ) 
had many promiſes ( as Adam, and others) made unto him, beneficial tro the 
Church of God ; therefore when the Church (or Servants of God) was in any 
Itreights, God was thereupon minded of his promiſes; not that God ſtood in 
need of theſe Memorandams; but hereby the Church, 5z. ec. the Faithful Servants 


of God, did ſupport themſelves and-their Holy Faith, with the remembrances of 


theſe promiſes of God to King David and others; and fo we Chriſtians are ſup- 
ported, in our greateſt exigencies, with this promiſe of Chriſt to his Church, thar 
ene 
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the Gates of Hell ſhall riot be able to prevail againſt ir; and therefore whoever 
thinks theſe two Verſes (the firſt, and the tenth) of this Pſalm, to confirm the 
RomiſhDoctrine of praying to Saints, and making them Interceſfors, is very much 
miſtaken; for (ſays our Saviour ) Come wnto Me [this Me has an Emphaſis in 
this place] all ye that labor and are heavy laden, and I will refreſh you; in another 
place, ſays our Saviour, 1 will pray unto the Father four you; what need we 
then to deſire the interceſſion and mediation of any other than Jeſus Chriſt, the 
Saviour, Mediator and Interceſſor, of and for the whole World? And, as it is in 
the 130. Pſalm, the laſt Verſe, And He ſhall redeem Iſrael fron all his Sins. He 
it is only can do it, and not Saints or Angels, - who are but our fellow 
Creatures, and did evermore refuſe Worſhip and Adoration , wherever it was 
offered unto them ; many inſtances of this we have both in the Old and New 
Teſtaments, 

Caco. 1 do confeſs I have wery much treſpaſſed upon your patience ; one word more, 
Sir, and I have done; there is one thing urged by the Papiſts, which does alittle weigh, 
and that is this; ——the Papiſt urges thus againſt the Proteſtants, You (ſay they ro 
the Proteſtants ) do acknowledge that Papiſts may be Saved, 5..e. that there is

Caco. One word more ( Sir) and ] promiſe you I have don? : Dors not the Anthor 
of whom you quote the Story of the Speaking Idol, &rc. expreſs an averſion againſt , 
and relate ſome things ta the prejudice of Arch Biſhop Laud, towards the Concluſion of 
his Bok. P

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Ortho, 1 confeſs he does, and he is blame-worthy for it; but withal to be pi- 
ryed, if you conſider his cafe aright ; and thus it 1s; in his Infancy, with his 
Milk, he ſacks in the Roman Religion, has his Education in Popiſh Countries, be- 
comes a Prieſt, goes over an Emillary into the Indies, for the advancing and 
propagating the Komiſh Religion : However, being a Man of Parts, and Learn- 
ing, through all the Miſts and Clouds of Error, he diſcerneth the unreaſonab!e- 
neſs firſt, and then the dangerous Tenets of the Church of Rome; but all this 
while, it is {carce much more than Break of day with him; he isbuta Negative

| henr Author of the Apology could make good the beginning of his Diſcourſe, 1 
could very heartily turn Apologiſt for him and his Friends. He ſays aright 
( and the Devil ſpake true, when hecry'd aloud, that eſws was the Son of God)that 
the Arms which Chriſtians may uſe againſt Lawful powers, in their Severities, are 
only Prayers and Tears: Thus far he ſpeaks like a Proteſtant, that is to ſay, a 
Primitive Chriſtian; and it might have ſtood as a fair Character of his pretended 
Innacency, had he not foully beſpattered it in the Sequel, with the Dirt he caſts 
upon the face of Authority, But firſt, It would be confidered what itis the Apolo- 
giſt would beat, upon his frequent Compellation of his Lords and Gentlemen; is 
't ro draw them to a firm Combination with thoſe of his Roman party, againſt all 
fuch as ſhould queſtion the innocency of his Carriage and Intentions ? Nothing leſs, 
it ſeems, can ſatisfie or ſecure him, unleſs my Lords and Gentlemen, that is, the 
old conſtant Royaliſts, ſtand up for his Advocate, he muſt fall under the heavy 
cenſure of his greateſt Adverſaries, who ( to complete the miſchicf and mitery 
of it ) are not only become his Accuſers, but his Inſulting Judges, as he com= 
plains. 

And now it is high time for my Lords and Gentlemen to remember ti1cir often Vows 
to that party, and Renounce all further Conjunction with them that have been the 
cauſe of to great Calamity tothe Nation, as he there tells them.

Ts not a Diſunion here manifeſtly endeavored? and that in diredt contradiftion 
to what was before. proteſted, [ far be it from Catholicks to perplex Parlia- 
ments. ] To reconcile this difference in the expreſſions, will well become the 
Apologiſt, before he anſwer. the following Objections, which he makes his next 
task. 
And here firſt he preſents his Catholick Party, aſtoniſhed even to admiration, at 
that Calumny above the reſt, that their Principles are ſaid tobe inconſiſtent with 
Government, and they themſelves thought ever prone to Rebellion; as if, becauſe 
they account themſelves the only Orthodox Chriſtians, they mult neceſſarily be ye+ 
ry loyal Subjetts at the leaſt. 
Indeed, If they-could make good the former, we had reaſon to expect ſome com-

=_ igio 2 religan; Connexion and trick conjunftion it works in its Profeſſors, as 
: with each other, ſo in all with that government, and Governors 
under which they haye. their common protection. . But how .Orthadox and. united 
Roman Catholicks are in the grounds of their Belief (the main Ingredient $n. the 
Eſſence of Religion ) hath ſufficiently appeared in the Writings of many, who have 
unanſwerably evinced the nullity of the Romaniſts Faith z whether ultimately reſol- 
ved into their virtual Church, the Pope with his Conclave, as the Jeſuites will 
have it; orinto the repreſentative Church, a General Council, as others will have 
it; or into both the former conjoyned, as others contend ; or (errants nullu terminus) 
into the new made of Oval Tradition, as it is lately, and clamorouſly, urged by o- 
thers, who abominate the former. 
Yet though our Catholicks do thus ſtagger in the Grounds of their Faith, are they, 
not more firm in their Fealties and Loyaltics ? Surely their Principles are every way 
conſiſting with the Government under which they live. 
Nothing leſs; and it will plainly appear, if we conſider the Doctrine of their 
Church, and their frequent practice ; to the former, much need not be ſaid; that 
the Pope, the acknowledged Head of their Church, hath a plenary power to Ex- 
communicate all Chriſtian Kings that will not cloſe with Papal Perſwaſion ; and 
when they are Excommunicated, that they. ceaſe to be Kings ; that their Subjects 
are ablolved from all Fealty and Allegiance to them; yea, may take up Arms a- 
gainſt them, and ſo murder them: All this is ſo notoriouſly known, that as no re- 
al Roman Catholick will deny, ſo it were needleſs to urge further proof of it z He 
that hath leiſure may find enough of this, in Alvarez, Mariana, 
Becenw, Bellar; and others, that ſpeak expreſly enough ar this rate; and hath ir 
_ not. been ſufficiently verified in the Roman Catholicks pradtice? 
rrapleron = ? *riswell known, who encouraged one Parry to Murther Queen E- 
x lizabeth ; what Pope it was that iflued out his dreadful Excommu- 
ication, animating the Subjetts of England againſt her; and, if you will allow 
pf Cardinal Perron's poſitive Sentence, he will tell you, that that DoCtrine which | 
enders Kings indepoſable, opens a gap to no lels than Schiſm, and Hereſie; and 
ereby, asif it were not only Lawful, but neceſſary, ro ſuppreſs whatever they be, 
at will not Conform to the Popiſh Hierarchy. . 
He that ſhould ſee a Sovereign Prince holding the Baſon, whilſt the Pope waſh- 
th his Hands; and another, no leſs Soyereign, holding his Stirrup (though mb 
tunately 
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eunately miſtaken in the fide, ) whilſt he mounts up on 'Horſe-back ; yea, he that 
ſhould ſee that Biſhop of Rowe treading on a great Princes neck, and abuſing that 
of the Pſalmiſt, for juſtification of his uſurped power ; Super Leonens & aſpidem, &c. 

+ cannot but conclude, that, Dominus Deus noſter Papa ( as the Canoniſts ſtile him ) 
will be Supream Prince of the Chriſtian World ; and that all other Potentares 
muſt limir their Authority, and Jurisdiction , according to the meaſure of his. 
Placet. 

And now, the Premiſes conſidered, that upon the Popes excommunication,Kings: 
ceaſe to beſuch, and ſtand lawfully expoſed to all infolencies of their SubjeCts, (as 
hath already appear'd,) I cannot but very much wonder, that the Romaniſts 
ſhould be ſo angry with Cromwel, Bradſhaw, and the reſt of that" helliſh Crue, 
for Murthering our late Sovereign of Blelſed Memory; were- they not taught by 
thoſe Romiſh Fathers, above cited, to Murther Charles Stuart, and yet not kill 
the King ? I dare boldly ſay, that our late Republicarians have not one Tenet that 
is deſtruttive to Civil Government, and the Sovereignty of Kings, that was not 
firſt broached by the Romaniſts, ro whom we owe our late Confuſions, which hath: 
anſwered the Predictions of Gondawmore, the Spaniſh Embaſſador, who, when he re- 
turned to Spain, gave out, that he had kindled a Fire in England, which would burſt. 
out Forty Years afterwards. 

Not to inſiſt upon thoſe ſeveral diſguiſes preſented by the Romaniſts, in the late 
Troubles, under the habit of all forts of Mechanick Artiſts, Soldiers and others ; fo 
to Preach up and foment the Rebellion, with our home-bred SeCtarians ; this may: 
ſuffice ro demonſtrate how 11|- conſiſtent their Principles are with our Engliſh Go-. 
vernment; and conſequently how weakly they acquit themſelves of that Calumny 
they complain of, even to Admiration ; but the pologi/t hath his other pretences, 
and will clear all Objections that may encounter him in his way; it will be necefſa-. 
ry to take a bricf view of them. And here, firſt, our Author accuſeth us with a 
pretended Submiſſion to Lawful Powers ; begins then to boaſt how patiently their: 
party did bear with the proceedings of the preſent Parliament ; how they uſed no 
tricks and ſubterfuges to nip their proceedings in the bud ; ( this is his expreſſion, ) 
andI would be glad to know what they could have done more than they did ? what 
means he by this nipping in the bud? would he have another Gun-Powder Treaſon ? 
to what purpoſe is all this enumeration of our ſeveral Kings, R:chard the Firſt, Ed: 
ward Longſhanks, Edward the Third, and Henry the Fifth,their Opinions of their Po- 
piſh SubjeCts; in the firſt place, it may be faid, that were not foclear-ſighted, as Prin-, 
ces,are in theſe days ; that the Roman Writers were not altogether ſo infolent, plain, 
and poſitive againſt the Sovereignty of Kings, as now. 

As for the French Kings, they did very roundly maintain their Rights and Soye-- 
reignties, having been ſufficiently rormented by their Popiſh Subjects in the time of 
the League ; that what the Jeſuites were inventing tothe prejudice of Kings, was by 
cunning and infinuation ; Writing one thing, and making the French Kings believe 
another, as is uſual with that kind of people. 

As for the Houſe of Asſtriz, they have the greateſt dependences upon the Pepe 
imaginable, and the Pope hath a very great tie upon that Houte ; {or by their 
Inceſtuous Marriages, authorized by the Popes, they make it impoſſible tor 
them to throw off the Authority of the Pope; for ſhould they do fo, al - _ 
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Houſhold would prove Baſtards ; and now even in theſe our days; the preſert 
King of Poland, ( inthe life-time of his Brother, known by the name of Cardinal 
Caſimir, did Marry his faid own Brothers Wife ; and this was the Policy of the 
Pope with our Henry the Eighth, in diſpenſing with his Marrying his own Bro- 
thers Wife, that he might have as great Dominion over the Kings of England, as 
of pan. 

As for the Authors branding this laſt Century, that what was perpetrated now, 
was never done before (as to Mary Queen of Scots, and Our late Sovercign, ) | 
very much wonder at the Impudence of the Man, to mix theſe two actions ; the 
firlt was done by Lawful Authority ; for her being Queen of Scotland, did not be- 

.reave Queen El:zabcth of her Sovereignty ; and I have heardit averr'd by Learn'd 
and knowing Men, that the King of Scorland hath fate in an Engl;ſo Parliament in 
former agcs, asa Peer of England; and then no wonder, nor Injuſtice neither,that 
the Queen of Scotland (uttered Death for her Treaſons againſt the Queen. As for 
the latter, (the Murther of our late Sovereign of Blefſed and Glorious Memory, ) 
the aCtion is without Example, ſuch and fo hamous a thing was never acted upon 
the Theatre of the World : And as1 faid before, fo I will again, that the Murther 


of that good King may properly enough be aid tobe the abominable product of 


that accurſed Doctrine of the Popes Intallibility, and his Sovereignty over Kings ; 
for thoſe accuried Regicides, and Murtherers of that Glorious King, did but a lit- 
tle alter the Argument; for that Power which the Romariſts lodged in the Pope, 
theſe wicked Miſcreants placed in the People ; They had heard there was a Pow- 
cr above Kings, and inſtead of giving it to the Pope, they gave itto the Peoples 
Repreſentative, and fo fell that Great King, to the Conlternation of the whole 
World, and for a Memento toall Kings, toawake them out of their Lethargyv, and 
be an Exhortation to them to Vindicate their Supreme Authority : We do all of us 
much commend the Fidelity of Carlos Whitegrave, and the Penderels, and Hudal:- 
ſtone; and this Author is much mittuken, it hethink we wiſh any of them i!l: We 
have ſaid cnough already to evidence, taat they eliccted that glorious and h py 
action, - ( happy, I ſay, to theſe Nations, ) through ſome other inſtigations, than 
the Principles of the Romith Religion ; they were led thereto certainly by a hand 
Divine, as well as afligned by it; they carried Engliſh licarts about them at that 
time; but if they will Apoltatize, 'tis none of my faulr, for my part, I am well con 
rent they be diſpenſed with, as a Mark put upon them for their miraculous preſerving, 
our Good King. 

As for the ſtigmatized perſon, I mult needs fay for him, that he labored in the 
Vineyard before the laſt hour of the day, and was very ready, both with Hand 
aad Pen, to promote the Intereſts of the King for his Reſtauration ; and therefore 
thar word of reproach might well have been left our. 

That we difter in Religion, is but too true; and wedare as boldiy as your ſelves 
appeal tothe day of Judgement ; ſomething, you (ay, we differ; Iſav, very much: 
elle wiiy does Your Church Damn ours ? Butthis is not a place, cither to Diſpute 
about Religion, or expreſs wherein we vary; We are aflured our Religion is the 
cit, frec from Supcritition, free from too much homelineſs, God and the King 
are beſt ſerved in our way ; Our Church is Monarchicalas well as yours, bur till 
witha Subordination to Our Sovereign, Temporal Prince ; what our great Ance- 
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ftors were, we ſhall not be aſhamed ro remember, nor the Converſion of England 
from Paganiſm, which potlibly (as all the World befides Converted from the like 
Errors,) did retain ſome few Pagan Ceremonies, from which the Church 
of England was purited in the Reformation of Edward the Sixth, and Queen 
Elizabeth : He does well to put us in mind of Romiſh Perſecutions; Are 
not we juſtined thereby, if we do the ſame to you? France, forſooth , 
is in{ſtanced , where the Reformed Religion is permitted ; which I ſhall 
leave indittercnt whether to attribute that tolcration to their vaſt numbers . 
or to the innocency of their Tenets, not at all prejudicial to Kings: This I am 
ſure, they own no Sovereign above their natural King; they have no Forreign 
Turildictions in their Spirituals, and as little in their Temporals; Let this be re- 
membred , they afliſted their King Henry the Third againſt his Popiſh Rebels, 
even after the Mallacre at Paris; and Henry the Fourth, in his Siege of Paris , 
when the Duke of Parma relicv'd it. But as for the French King, he is no com- 
petent inſtance in this cate; ( had you fingled out ſome Trent-Catholick , ſuch 
our En:liſþ Catholicks would be acknowledged, ) there had been a fairer colour 
for your Argument. When you have found ſome Roman Catholick of the Trent- 
Perſwaſion , allowing the fame favours to known Proteſtants, you may more 
plauſibly plead for the like allowance; till when, by their Inquiſitions, and ſuch 
like entertainments -of Proteſtants, they have preſcribed the Law for other Princes 
towards thoſe, that no leſs differ from them in matters of Religion. We will 
wave the Mallacre at Parts, to come nearer home; What think you of the Maſ- 
facre in Ireland? As 4 fore-runner of the Enliih Troubles; Was not the Maſlacre 
and Rebellion in /re/ana countenanc d and own'd by a Popes Nzuncio? Let us 
draw nearer to theſe times, and ſpeak of what paſs'd within this Twelve Months: 
Was not the Popes Bull an occation of Cornet Nangle's Rebellion , which had 
been as univerſal as the firlt, but that the Romiſh Party there wanted ſtrength ; 
the Author by mentioning the French King's kindneſs to the French Proteltants, 
puts me in mind to afhirm, he 1s much miſtaken; for that King hath of late be- 
gun very much to Perſecute them; he has taken from them moſt of rheir Churches, 
will not ſuffer them to Educate their own. Children , and many other grievous 
puniſhments he docs now inflict upon them; and it may well be ſuſpected, hein- 
tends yet more againſt them, having already purged his Guards of all of their 
Belict, 

The Author grows yet more Impudent, and Extravagant ; for firit, he goes 
about to Illegitimate Queen El;zaveth, and then beſpatrers the Fame of Our King 
Henry the Eighth ; and by that, one may ſee where he has his Breeding, and where 
he learned to ſpeak contumeliouſly of Kings. 

You urge the Allegiance ſworn to Queen Mary; and 'tis nofuch wonder, Con- 
fidering the Artitices and Power of the Roman Catholicks at that time: Bur all 
Reman Catholicks will grant, that Queen Afaries Mother was King Henry's Lro- 
thers Wife; yes, and it will be reply'd, that the Pope difpenſed with the Marri- 
age. He did fo, but St. 7ohn the Baptiſt (whom Our Bleſſed Saviour Honours 
with ſo high a Teſtimony in the Goſpel ) would nor have done it; He condemn- 
cd the like Marriage in King Herod; and had he liv'd in thoſe times, would have 
done nolels in King Henry, though perhaps the Pope, like another 4ſcrod, —_ 
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have cut off his Head for that bold affront ; yet the Popes Power, though never 
{> much ſevere in thoſe times , could not then filence the ſuffrages of our Uni- 
veriities here, nor thoſe in forreign parts, who Joyntly affirm'd and confirm'd 
both the lawfulneſs, and neceſſity of King Henry's Divorce from his Brothers 
Wife ; - which doth ſufficiently wipe oft that filth the Author from his Impure 
mouth breaths out againſt that Queen of Glorious Memory : But King Henry 
che Eighth, it ſeems, is a great Eye-ſore to you, and: you will leave no place 
unſearch'd for ſome Stones of Reproach to throw at him ; yer if you would be 
pleaſed to caſt a ſerious Eye upon divers of your Popes, the chief Heads of your 
Church, (you may find a full choice, in the Ninth and Tenth-Centuries, befides 
{ſeveral others; ) and when you have throughly perufed the exact Symetry of 
their carriage and practices, ( as- deſcribed in ſome of your own Authors, ) then 
turn your Eye upon King. Henry the Eighth, and you will readily, I doubt nor, 
conclude the Saint to be on his ſide ;. and making ſo bold with Princes, it would 
bs e wonder, if Miniſters of State did eſcape his Pen; and it may well be affirm- 
ed, that King 7ames is wounded through Cecyl's fide, or rather that wiſe King 
himſelf is deeply pierc'd; for may not one thus underitand the Apologiſt ? Cecyl 
is compared to Ulyſſes, and King James to Cromwel, the whole Parliament is like- 
wiſe aſperſed by him; and according to the opinion of the Apologift, God is 
mocked every Fifth of November; ſo that God himſelf cannot eſcape him 
neither, 

He inſiſts upon the merit of thoſe of his Religion that ventured their Lives in 
the Quarrel of the late King of Glorious Memory ; where this great merit lies, 
I cannot well underſtand : for theſe reaſons ; firſt, they were his ſibzefts, and ſo 
they were in duty bound to fight for him; ſecondly, they were Peſecuted by 
the Long Parliament, and that good -King (upon pretence that he ſo much coun- 
renanced them ) was Perſecuted likewiſe for their ſakes, and ſo they were con- 
ſtrained to ſtand by him, and for him, for their own preſervation; and there is 
one of His Subjects of that Religion that ſtipulated, and they drive a bargain with 
the late King, before he would engage him. The Author would have us belive, that 
Dinner-Bells were miſtaken for Maſs-Bells: Do the Papiſts D:ne ar Six, Seven, or 
Eight of the Clock in the Morning ? All their Infolencics, the Author would perſwade 
us to attribute to the height of their zeal againſt Conſtables, or other Perſons in Au- 
thority, formed againſt the King ; when it is very well known, that during the Re- 
bellion, when the late Rebels, Cromwel, Bradſhaw, and the reſt, were in humane ap- 
pearance, confirmed in their Throne, none were better uſed, that went under the 
name of Cavaliers, than Papiſts ; and now, fince the happy Reſtauration of our Gra- 
cious Sovereign, many of theſe endeavor to ſtrike1n with the Phanaticks ; deſiring 
them to joyn with them, and they will take an order with the Epiſcopal Party; theie 
are the men that ſo much boaſt themielves of their Loyalty. 

As to the Burning of London, God reward them according to their demerit, thar 
were the Authors of that Diſmal and Exccrable Fire; this 1s moſt certain, that the 
Papilts rejoyce much in thoſe fad Flames ; and it 18a common ſaying amongſt them, 
= the burning of that City is a happineſs to the Kingdom, and hath cured it of the 
-Rickets. 

It ts now time to draw to a concluſion, though perhaps ſome things in the Pamph- 
let 
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ſet (bcing ſtuffed with many ridiculous paſſages) and little pertinent to the ours 
poſe, I have, for brevities ſake, omitted to ſpeak to. "$08 
For a Farewel, I will only add this to the Author ; that if the Proteſtant aſſertors 
of his Majeſties Right, had been as few as tho{e he has ter down in red Letters of his 
Party, he ſhould have been imitated by me; but our Numbers are fo vaſt,that many 
large Folio's would not contain them, 


But inſtead of the Apologiſts Bloody Liſt, take here an extra of ſome thinss 
out of the Hiſtory of Henry the Fourth of France, written by Hardovin dz Perefix, 
Biſhop of Rod:z, formerly Tutor to this French King Lewes ; concerning the League 
in France, called by its Abettors, The Sacred Vnion;. ſupported by Popcs, and 
more eſpecially by Sextizs Lint, and Gregory the Fourteenth, and centred into 
(by perſivaſion of the Roman Divines) by the Rebcellious Roman Catholick Sub- 
jects of the two Henries, the third and the fourth; to oppoie which, they were 
moſt chicfly afſiſied by their Proteſtant Subjects, who were always moſt ready 
to help them in time of extremity, and ftill proved their belt and molt Loyal 
Subjects. 

On all hands little notice 1s taken of Henry the Fourth his Right 
tothe Crown of France, becauſe he was removed above the ſeventh rw 51. The Au. 
degree of Blood from Henry the Third of France, beyond whicl i 
there is no kindred as to private Succeſſion ; -belides he was not celicn of jen. ad 
of that Religion which was ever profeſſed by the French Kings,c- the Crown ot 
ver ſince King.Clovis, and conſequently was incapable of wear- France. 1554. year 
ing the Crown, and bearing the Title of 17ofſt Criſtian, &c. ot our Lord, 

Some French Divines, for the promotion of the League, and x, g4 ,p,vm 
ſince approved by Pope Sexts Paints, did maintain, That the principt-, Pn--o: 
Prince ought to be depoſed, that d1d not to ſis auty; fiat POWer cerniag kings, Ad 
is only of God which is well regulated ; otherwite, when it is ijl Dom. 1554, 
ordered, itis not Authority, but Thievery ; the words in the Original are thus,--- 
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Then came News from Rowe, that the Pope S:xirs Dircntiees, who

lucceeded Gregory the Thirteenth, had approved the League, and, Dea: aa 
over and above, had thundercd out his Bulls of Excommunicati- pes

Relaps, Cheifs, Fautors, and Protectors of Herefie, and as fiich fallen iro the Con- 
ſures, and Penaltics imported by the Laws and Canons; deprived them, and t 
Heirs, of all Lands and Dignitics ; and uncapable to {icceca to any principally 
whatſoever ; and more eſpecially to the Kingdom of France ; ablolying tne cub 
jects from their Oath of Allegiance, with a command not to o0vCV tio, 

When Henry the Fourth (then King of Navar ) heard what the wal - 
Pope had done againſt him, he ſent pretently to King /7:zry the pale recs 
Third, to complain thereof, and let him know that 1t Conccracd : ; 
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him, more than himſelf; That he might well think, ifthe Pope took upon him thus, 
ro determine of the Succeſſion to his Kingdom, and declare a Prince of the Blood 
uncapable of the Crown, he might afterwards proceed farther, and unthrone him, 
as here-tofore Pope Zachary had degraded Child:rick the 3d.

ON The reproaches of the Pariſfsans, the inſtant defire of the Legate 
ET (whom the Pope had fent to countenance and uphold the concerns 
of the League) and the Spaniſo Cabal, obligd the Duke of Aſay- 
enne to give Battcl ro King Henry 4th. of France. 

Pars being belicge'l by the French King, the Popes Lepate for- 
got,and onutted nothing,that might encourage the Pariſtans to hold 
out ; he conſulted the Faculty of Divinity, and obtained from that 
Society , ſuch Reſolves againit the Bearnors ( for fo was called by the Leaguers 
Henry the Fourth ) as he thought good ; the Legate cauſed teveral Procetlions,and 
all Officers took an Oath of Fidelity to the Holy Union ; for {0 was the League 
called by its Abettors. 

Inthe mean time Sextus the Fifth dics, leaving in the Treaſury 
of the Church five Millions of Gold ; to him ſucceeded Vrban the 
Seventh, who dycd within 13 days; and to Vrbar ficceeded Gre 
gory the Fourteenth, who with very much zeal ſupported the League.
